Foreign GFutelligence. 

The latest sccounts from Loudon are up to the 
Ish of May, end Irish papers to the Ith, have 
been received. Reoent arrivals at New-York fur- 
nishes us with many particulars relative to the 
famine cxisting in Ireland, and the measures which 
have been adopted in cunsequence thereof to 
check the evil, and other valuable information, of 
which we have selceted as much as our limits 
would almit. 

The Belfast News Letter, of the 14th. 
of May, gives an abstract of Parliamentary 
proceedings up to the 10th. and an account 
of the meeting beld in London on the 7th. 
for devising measures to relieve the starv- 
ing population of a part of Ireland, Five 
thousand pounds were subscribed in a few 
hours, and the London editors asserted 
that it would soon be augmented to Sifty 
thousand pounds. 

The committee had already remitted 
26001. to Ireland; and benevolent indivi- 
duals were — provisions. One lady 
had sent 40 tons of potatoes, and 10 bar- 
rels of herring. It was reported that the 
government intended to supply the wants 
of the people, by sending from England 
large quantities of grain, rice, and Ameri- 
can flour. The Irish editor opposes this 
measure, as he says there is grain enough 
in Ireland (oats) to supply all their neces- 
sities, and the government should pur- 
chase there. Foreign flour and rice, he 
contends, should not be introduced where 
they have oats enough of their own. 

A meeting was to be held at Belfast, for 
similar objects to that held in London.

The N. Y. Commercial Advertise? says, 
it will now be seen that so far from the in- 
te ‘previously received, of Turkey 
having fowered its tone, and shown a dis- 
position to give up Moldavia and Wallachia, 
the Divan had resolved not to give up one 
single point, notwithstanding the continued 
efforts of the ministers of Great Britain and

The Divan still behave in the most super- 
cilious manner towards the European am- 
bassadors, to whom they scarcely deign to 
return an answer to the diplomatic notes 
which the latter present: while the soldiers 
of Turkey continue te commit the greatest 
atrocities on the unfortunate Greeks, who 
are within their power.
